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1. Applicants' inclusion of the limitations of claim 2 into claim 1 results in the rejection of 
claims 1 and 3-6 being as applied in both paragraphs 3 and 4 of the July 29, 2002 remailed Final 
Rejection. Note that the Tamata et al. ('377) reference shows that the feed gas can come from a 
gas insulated machine 1, which would have to include a gas insulated line. See also col. 13, line 37 
through col. 14, line 57 and col. 3, lines 26-29 of Tamata et al. ('377), wherein the portability and 
small size of the device are also discussed. Note also that the rejection of claim 7 remains 
unchanged as Applicants did not amend that claim. Thus, claim 7 remains rejected over the 
Tamata et al. ('377) reference alone under 35 USC 102(e).
